The bulk of the work is done by 16 clearinghouses, each of which has a 
field of specialization and access to the experts who know what is 
happening. In most cases, the clearinghouses work in conjunction with 
universities, professional associations and other institutions. Beside 
acquiring, assessing, reviewing and abstracting the doqxaments^ listed 
each month in RIE, they prepare bibliographies and irv^terpretations of 
research, which also are listed in RIE . The abstracts^ of documents 
listed each month in RIE are grouped alphabetically by clearinghouse 
prefix initials, so that products of each clearinghouse can be followed 
monthly. (TKe letters listed under Scope are clearinghouse prefixes.) 

Since clearinghouses have generally limited resources for providing 
detailed replies to inquiries for information on specific topics, 
educators are urged to subscribe to Resources in Ecfucation and to 
request specific clearinghouse newsletters, research i^ummaries and 
bibliographies to locate desired infoipmation. The clearinghouse areas 
of specialization are indicated by their titles.
